RETURN FOR SEASON 


Most of the orders for resump­ 
tion of service are from winter 
residents who own homes here 
and who are now beginning to, 
come back for the new season. 
At the city hall it was reported 
that orders for waste disposal 
service have increased sharply 
in the past week and are over the 
m ark established last September. 
All utility companies and the 
city hall reported that this sum­ 
mer was the most active in their 
history. 


AT LESS COST 


In most cases the work was 
done at less labor cost and with 
less manpower. Because of the 
large military personnel 
here, 
houses did not remain vacant 
long. Generally, when an order 
to discontinue Service came in to 
a utility office, an order to start 
service for a new tenant came in 
with it so it was merely a case 
of meter-reading rather than dis­ 
connection or connection. Utility 
company employes, because of 
this, were able to cover much 
more ground in a day’s work. 
Signs of early fall activity were 
also rihted in the business district 
where the few stores and special­ 
ty shops which closed for the 
summer, were removing the paper 
from the windows and getting 
ready for the season.

Sicily, Battle Ground of Old World 


For Countless Centuries, May Know 


Peace With The Coming of Americans 


Editor Desert Sun: 
I ju st had 
a 
letter from a 
nephew in Sicily. He says he had 
a "ring-side seat” from w hich to 
observe the invasion. 
I have been reading how alm ost 
every great power of history has 
spilled its blood on the rocky 
soil of Sicily. 
So far as know n the Phoeni­ 
cians w ere the first conquerors- 
They were on the ground, no 
doubt 
exploiting 
the 
natives, 
when the . first G reek invaders 
arrived. 
T hat was about 725 years be­ 
fore the birth of Christ. 
For a couple of centuries there­ 
after Sicily basked in 
the re ­ 
flected glory of Athens. 


BLOODY WARS CONTINUE 


Then the Peloponnesian w ars 
raged across the island. Then the 
C arthaginians arrived and four 
bloody wars w ere fought in which 
the great Sicilian cities w ere laid 
waste. 
Came next the Punic w ar in 
w hich 
Sicily 
w as 
taken from 
C arthage and annexed to Rome, 
thus becoming the first province 
of the great Roman Empire. (As 
again in recent days it is the last 
province of the Headed for D e­ 
feat Italy of today). 
In this axis sort of arrangem ent 
Sicily became Rome’s bread bas­ 
ket and its soil was tilled by 
gangs of slave laborers. 
Finally 
the 
slaves 
revolted 
(something to think about, Mr. 
Schickelgruber) and tw o bloody 
w ars resulted. 
That was in the 
second century. 


RACKED BY STRIFE 


Through the 
early 
Christian 
centuries the island was racked 
by the miscellaneous w ars of the 
period- 
Then in the ninth, tenth 
and eleventh centuries the Sara­ 
cens came to wage a holy w ar on 
Christendom. 
Sicily, as the natural stepping 
stone from A frica to Europe, bore 
the brunt of fighting w hich w as 
perhaps as brutal as any the 
world has ever seen. 
Completely 
conquered 
Sicily 
becam e a M oham medan posses­ 
sion. 
A fter the Saracen cam e the 
Norman. 
A fter the Norm an the 
Lombard. 
A fter the Lom bard the German. 
U nder them Sicily w rithes in 
agony. 
The events of which w e w rite 
here happened long before Co­ 
lum bus sailed. Long before any 
one in Europe dream ed th at some 
day a great pow er would rise in 
the west. 


NOW OUR SONS THERE 


Today our sons are in Sicily, 
drawn there by the age old ne­ 
cessity of military strategy. 
They have been fighting for 
towns that were built by Phoeni­ 
cians, 
which 
were 
sacked 
by 
Hannibal and' burned 
by 
the 
Moslems. 
Fighting for a 
bit 
of rock 
which the creator made at the 
crossroads of the old world and 
which men have made the bloodi­ 
est slaughter house of all- 
How history repekts itself. No 
wonder the natives hailed the 


coming 
of 
the 
A m erican 
and 
B ritish arm ies w ith exultant joy. 
Possibly now for them a chance 
to really livf w hen our boys have 
helped the people of Europe to 
rid them selves of their evil lead­ 
ership utterly and forever.

Service Overseas

what they can to make this 
plan a success, and w e of the 
Palm Springs club are anxious 
to get going to do our part. 


"I expect shortly to appoint a 
com m ittee to take this m atter up 
with the representative civilian 
organizations and groups of the 
com m unity and to try and w ork 
out a cooperative plan to inform 
everybody of the details of the 
m ailing project and to arrange 
for assistance and advice in pre­ 
paring parcels for those unable 
to do

an airplane factory is constructed; 
the Chinese Arm y calls on the 
doctor’s resources.

storm breaks over all Burm a, Dr. 
S e a g r a v e is commissioned a 
m ajor in the Medical Corps, to 
care for the wounded. Through 
the days and nights of Japanese 
bombing, he performs emergency 
operations am id the flames of 
burning towns. When the order 
comes, Dr. Seagrave and his unit 
join the retreat w ith G eneral 
Stilwell, and the book ends w ith 
a day by day account of th at his­ 
toric trek through the jungle to 
India.

T. Benay of the Communications 
Zone headquarters, who praised 
the council for the fine work a l­ 
ready accomplished. In his talk 


he emphasized the value of des­ 
ert training. Col. Benay said: 
“It has its remunerations. It is 
health building. It breaks the sol­ 
dier away from his old habits of 
living. It is a mental conditioner. 
It is a hardship but not what the 
‘Desert Rats’ of pioneer days ex­ 
perienced. The desert country has 
rendered a great service to the 
army. It is making the man tough 
and ready for action.” 


THE WEAK FRONT 


He stated that “the home front 
is the weak front. The boys in the 
service have to write home to 
keep up the morale of the home. 
This is a 100 per cent war—every­ 
body’s war, both on the home 
front and on the battle front and 
the sooner we realize this the 
better it will be for us.” 
Capt. Howat was appointed to 
the position of head of the county 
defense council several weeks ago 
and since assuming his duties has 
attended defense council m eet­ 
ings at Palm Springs, Banning, 
Beaumont, San Jacinto, Hemet, 
Perris and Corona and made trips 
to Indio and Blythe to confer 
with defense council leaders.
